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President’s Perspective 


There are certain matters which will always be before 
us at Redeemer College. These need our careful 
consideration and deliberation, and above all, much 
rayer. Faculty recruitment, student recruitment, 
draising, budgets and other matters require our 
constant attention. | | 


One item may be resolved very soon; that is our 
request to the government for a charter change. As 
you know, three years ago we approached the 
government and asked them for two things. We 
asked for a change to our degree-granting powers, 
meaning that we wanted to grant general degrees, 
such as the B.A and B. Sc. The second request was 
that we change our name to reflect the university 
programs being given at the College. During all this 
time our request has been with the Ministry and the 
Ontario Council on University Affairs. (O.CU.A). 


Behind the scenes much work has been done. We 
have maintained frequent contact with the O.C.U.A., 
the Minister of Colleges and Universities, and with 
our M.P.P. There is reason to believe that sometime 
this year these matters may be concluded 
successfully. We are excited about this turn of 
events. Please pray with us so that the hearts of 
those who decide may be moved to make the 
requested changes. 


This year we are receiving many more applications 
from prospective students than we have in previous 
years. Slowly but surely the community is becoming 
aware that Redeemer College is committed to 
excellence in post-secondary education. The 
impression that we are a small college is gradually 
disappearing as more than 300 students roam our 
halls in a given day. We are looking forward to an 
increased enrollment for September 1988. If you 
know of prospective students, please get in touch 
with us. We promise to follow-up without delay. 


You know that we faced a tremendous deficit this 
year. Our students were promised financial 
assistance in the form of university equivalent OSAP 
grants. When problems developed in the OSAP 
grant situation, we kept our promise to the students 
and gave them the assistance originally promised.

This placed before us a deficit of over $500,000. Almost 
all of this money has been recovered through generous 
Abe and an unexpected Provincial Sales Tax rebate.

Tuition Lowered! 


23rd the Board of Governors of 
Redeemer College voted to adopt a revised and 
simplified tuition structure for the fall of 1988. 


According to the new plan, tuition will be calculated on 
a per course basis at the rate of $585.00 per full course. 
Students taking a minimum number of eight courses 
per academic year will pay $4,680 while those taking 
the normal maximum of ten courses will pay $5,850 per 
year. Towards this tuition, all students will qualify for 
up to $4,440 in grant assistance. 


A student survey conducted in September 1987 partially 
influenced the Aas Results indicated that a 
significant number of students prefer to choose a work 
load of less than ten courses per academic year. 


The Redeemer Foundation, incorporated in July, 1987 
guarantees to raise funds to make the lower tuition fee 
possible. 


Kees Vreugdenhil, treasurer for the Board of Governors, 
indicated that the high cost of tuition has always been a 
concern. "I expect many more students will now be 
able to consider Redeemer College as a viable 
alternative," he said, and believes that with the 
reduction, Christian post-secondary education will 
become much more affordable for all students. 


The minimum course requirement and new tuition rates 


are competitive with those of other major Christian 
universities and colleges.

Community in Visual Expression - 


Ancaster, Ont., January 27, 1988 - From March 23 to 
April 8, Redeemer College will be hosting its annual, 
juried exhibition of visual art by artists from the

The exhibition entitled "Community in Visual 
Expression" will feature works of trained and 
occasional artists and children, and will be selected for 
exhibit on the basis of artistic merit. 


"We hope to promote and recognize quality visual 
arts by artists from the Christian community", says 
assistant professor Mary Leigh Morbey. Last year, 
she says, entries included paintings, silk screens, 
sculpture, and even computer related art. "We could 
even have video art," she adds, "and at some point we 
hope to incorporate performance, which is an 
interdisciplinary form of visual art." 


Entries must be delivered to the front office at 
Redeemer College no later than February 26, 1988. 
Works must be titled and accompanied by the artist’s 
name and address, medium, date, value (for insurance 
ee size (maximum 5’ x 5’), and category. 

ntries must be properly prepared for exhibition, and 
should the artist desire to sell, they should be 
accompanied by a price. 


The exhibition will be open to the public from March 
23 - April 8, 9:00 a.m. to 9:00 p.m. Monday to Friday. 
Admission is free.
